Sanity Prevails ; 

A LMOST as fast as it developed, the Cuban crisU, ' 

It seems, is over. There are details to be settled ' 
but the threat of Imminent world conflict has passed. ^ 
Sanity has prey'ailed. , 

Premier Khrushchev has agreed to dismantle , 
the Soviet missiles on Cuban soil under UN super- , 
vision and named a special Soviet envoy to carry out 
this mission. Por his part President Kennedy has ' 
promised the removal of the naval blockade when ^ 
this is accomplished and In addition has pledged that 
the U.S. will not invade Cuba. 

Short of some last-miuute hitch over the terms 
and pace of the settlement—unlikely in any case to 
revive the crLsis—the way is cleared towards a final 
accord on this particular confrontation of the two | 
giants of the cold war. 

There will be other areas of clash on the world 
scene yet to come but perhaps with less inherent 
danger to mankind at large. Soviet Russia has re¬ 
ceded when faced over Cuba with the iron determina¬ 
tion of America, backed overwhelmingly by its West¬ 
ern allies, to draw the line come what may. This does 
not imply that Russia will be submissive elsewhere 
t^ Western moves but it does contain the promise of 
eventual settlement of other grave international prob¬ 
lems. oven if the continuing sore of Berlin and the 
test-ban situation remain as stumbling blocks difficult 
to rwoncile. 

It indii-ates. moreover, that Soviet Rassia shrinks 
from nuclear war. even if arms buildups might sug¬ 
gest the contrary, just as much as Western opinion 
rwoils from any such prospect. That must be con¬ 
st rueii as the most heartening feature of the Cuba 
settlement now in view. 

There will be immense relief thus to be drawn 
and credit given to Mr. Khrushchev for so swiftly 
n'cognlzlng the danger Involved in Soviet military 
penetration of the Western Hemisphere once It came 
out into the open, and showing a conciliatory spirit 
as unusual as if Is welcome. 

Mr. Kennedy emerges from the situation with en¬ 
hanced stature, a resolute figure whose bold naval 
action, ba.scd [irobably on a realism either instinctive 
or shrewdly calculated, has nipped Soviet plans in the 
bud and demonstrated the collective strength of the 
West when marshalled at the point of no return. 

There is happily no thought of gloating in Ameri¬ 
can circles over the outcome in U.S. favor of the 
Cuban crisis, tmt Instead a general thankfulness that 
a settlement has been reached. If is not a victory 
except one for peace, the major concern at all times, 
and it suggests that other issues carrying with them 
the seeds of war can also he (ximpromlsed where rec¬ 
ognition of the alternative to agreement compels a 
militant hand to be stayed. 

('uba itself has not been the criterion, only the 
locale that threatened to spill events into total war. 
Premier Ca.stro will be left to repair his own p(»i- 
tlon. with respect to both his people and the outside 
world. Conceivably he will feel abandoned by So¬ 
viet Russia but he has the opportunity to start 
afresh in his relations with the United States.

He will be free if he takes the chance to re¬ 
orient his philosophy and it is to be hoped and ex¬ 
pected that America is ready to meet him on new 
grounds with a diplomatic approach that lets bygones 
he bygones and sets a pattern leading to future amity 
in the Caribbean. Once the nuclear dagger pointing 
closely at American soil is gone Washington can af¬ 
ford to be magnanimous. 

One other thing the Cuban crisis has revealed 
is the value of the United Nations, impotent in some 
respects though it sometimes seem.s. Without the 
world organization the present .settlement might not 
have been reached. It provided a medium for dis- 
cu.ssion that created an atmosphere favoring negotia¬ 
tion, and the efforts of the secretary-general, Mr. 
U Thant, have been untiring and borne their mca.sure 
of fruit. Settlement was arrived at by direct exchange 
Ix-twoen President Kennedy and Premier Khrushchev, 
but in awarenes.s of the UN and the agency It pro¬ 
vides for carrying out the terms of the agreement. 

The world body has thus proved its worth, and 
at a momeni in modern history when it seemed that 
a physical .cla.sh lietween Ka.st and West might not 
be avoided.

S OME THOUGHT is being given by the mayor and 
aldeitnen to asking Victoria voters to approve 
dedication of the city’s Thetis Lake, Durranee Lake 
and Elk-Beaver Lakes properties as parks. In prin¬ 
ciple, most citizens will agree that this is desirable; 
that the need to ensure the preservation of these 
three watersheds intact for recreational ase grows 
the more obvious as the population of the southern 
end of Vancouver Island expands and green spaces are 
eaten away. 

Particularly in the ra.se of Elk and Beaver Lakes, 
however, there is room for doubt about the wisdom 
of rushing to a vote in December. This city-owned 
recreation ground in Saanich is Jointly maintained, 
on a fifty-fifty basis, by the two corporations. If 
Victoria and Saanich are to remain separate entities 
in future .years, ideally the latter should purchase the 
properly fi-om the city at a moderate price and itself 
dedicate and maintain it as a park. 

The fairness of this arrangement Is patent when 
one ron.siders the recreational facilities Victoria pro¬ 
vides at considerable cost for the enjoyment of its 
neighliors as well as its own people. Beacon Hill Park 
and Memorial Arena among them. 

Nor in return for dedication by the city could 
Saanich make any certainly-enduring bargain regard¬ 
ing the upkeep of the park or its freedom from muni¬ 
cipal taxatioa As a watershed it is tax-exempt. 

In December, however, residents of Saanich will 
vote on amalgamation, deciding if they wish to pro¬ 
ceed into study and negotiation which could lead, in 
another election, to unification. The joining of Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich would of course remove any need 
to think twice about dedicating Beaver and Elk Lakes. 

It has been suggested that there Is some urg¬ 
ency beeaii.se of a possibility that Ihc provincial gov¬ 
ernment will slice into the properly with a new high¬ 
way.
